I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  annual  report  for  the  5^ear  1948. 
Dr.  H.  Cargill  acted  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  until  I  commenced 
duty  on  1st  February,  1948. 

General  Standard  of  Health. 

The  general  standard  of  health  in  the  Borough  continued  to  be 
satisfactory.  No  notifications  were  received  in  respect  of  Diphtheria. 
Seven  notifications  of  this  disease  were  notified  in  1947.  An  increase 
m  the  number  of  notified  cases  of  JMeasles  and  Wdiooping  Cough  did, 
however,  take  place,  but  onh’  one  death  \vas  attrilmtable  to  Measles. 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  Borough  is  19.7  per  1,000  estimated 
population,  as  compared  with  21.2  for  the  year  1947. 

The  Death  Rate  for  the  year  is  12.8  per  1,000  estimated  population 
as  compared  with  13.9  for  the  previous  year. 

'fihe  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  25.6  ]ier  1,000  live  liirths,  the 
corresponding'  figure  for  the  country  as  a  wliole  being  34.0. 

Housing. 

During  the  3'ear  a  separate  Housing  Department  was  established 
under  the  control  of  a  Housing  ^Manager.  A  revised  points  scheme 
was  introduced  and  a  review  of  the  existing  applications  undertaken. 
There  were  993  live  applications  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  3’car. 

Food  Hygiene. 

In  accordance  with  the  Councirs  instructions,  a  review  of  the 
lood  premises  owned  b3"  the  Corporation  was  undertaken  1)3'  officers 
of  the  Health  Depaidment.  Considerable  improvements  have  been 
carried  out,  involving  in  some  instances,  the  ])rovision  of  entirely 
new  premises, 
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Transfer  of  Services. 

As  from  5th  Jnly,  1948,  certain  services  and  staff  formerly  under 
the  control  of  the  Cori>oration  were  transferred  to  the  Kent  County 
Council,  which  is  now  the  responsilile  authority  for  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  services  set  out  in  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  vService  Act 
1946. 

The  assistance  rendered  by  voluntary  bodies  in  the  to^vn  in 
connection  witli  these  services  is  appiieciated  by  us  all. 

My  gratitude  to  the  Council  for  the  interest  .shown  in  all  matters 
affecting  the  health  of  the  community,  to  officials  of  all  other  Depart¬ 
ments  of  the  Corporation  for  their  co-operation,  and  to  the  entire  staff 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  assistance  given  me 
throughout  the  >’ear  is  acknowledged.

“In  April,  1948,  loan  sanction  in  the  sum  of  2I'63,000  was  given 
l)y  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  tlie  construction  of  a  newi  main  trunk 
sewer  to  serve  the  Newington  Housing  Estate  and  Haine  area.,  Work 
on  this  sewer  is  being  carried  out  by  direct  labour  and  is  proceeding 
well.  x\pproximately  one  third  of  the  work  has  been  completed  and 
it  is  hoped  that  the  whole  of  the  work  will  be  finished  by  December, 
1949.  About  five  miles  of  drains  and  sewers  were  constructed  by 
direct  labour  on  Units  3,  4  and  5  of  the  Newington  Estate.” 

The  Council  possess  two  modern  Dennis  Gully  Emptiers,  which 
are  available  for  cesspool  emptying  on  request. 


3.  Rivers  and  Streams* 


Tliere  are  no  rivers  or  streams  witliin  the  Borough. 

4.  Public  Cleansing. 

The  que.stion  of  refuse  disposal  still  presents  serious  problems, 
ddie  existing  plant  which  was  designed  to  deal  with  peak  loads  of 
40  tons  per  day,  has  to  deal  witli  new  record  high  level  peak  loads  of 
over  70  tons  per  day.  Dining  1948,  the  Ministry  of  Health  approved 
in  i)riiici])le  a  scheme  for  adding  two  cells  and  a  smoke  trap  to  the 
exi.sting  plant.  It  is  hoped  that  tire  work,  which  will  be  carried  out 
during  1949,  will  impr(ove  matters  in  relation  to  the  disposal  of  refuse. 
The  total  weight  disposed  of  during  1948  was  15,054  tons,  represent¬ 
ing  an  increase  of  54  tons  as  compared  with  1947. 

5.  Closet  Accommodation. 

With  the  exception  of  420  houses  on  the  outski’rts  of  the 
Borough,  all  houses  are  connected  witli  the  water  carriage  system. 
1  )1  tliese  420  houses,  360  arc  connected  to  cesspools,  55  liave  pail 
closets,  2  have  chemical  closets  and  3  have  privies, 
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6.  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

During  1948,  6,002  visits  were  paid  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 
Information  on  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  together  with 
lists  of  notices  served  and  result  of  such  notices  are  included  in  the 
report  of  the  vSenior  Sanitary  Inspector  which  appears  at  the  end  of 
this  report. 

7.  Shops  Act,  1934. 

FortN-sevcn  visits  were  ])aid  by  Sanitary  Inspectors  during  the 
year.  The  premises  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

9.  Moveable  Dwellings. 


There  are  t^vo  licensed  camping  sites  in  the  Borough,  and  these 
u^ere  subjected  to  periodic  inspection  throughout  the  year.  A  total 
of  39  inspections  were  made. 

The  attention  of  licensees  was  called  to  the  need  for  confining 
the  use  of  the  sites  to  the  type  of  vehicle  and  tents  as  set  out  in  the 
licence. 

10.  Smoke  Abatement. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any  action  during  the  year 
with  regard  to  nuisance  arising  from  smoke. 

11.  Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

During  the  season,  supervision  of  the  general  sanitar}"  coiiditioiis, 
and  the  sampling  of  bath  wnter  was  carried  out  at  a  privately  owtied 
bathing  pool  in  the  Borough  open  to  the  public.  Nine  samples  were 
taken  and  sulamitted,  all  of  which  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

There  are  no  publicly  owned  swimming  ])aths  or  pools  open  to  the 
I>ublic  in  the  Borough. 

12.  Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs.

Disinfestant  smokes,  sprays  and  powders  have  been  employed 
for  freeing  infested  houses  from  bed  bugs. 

It  is  recommended  that  consideration  for  the  establishment  of  a 
scheme  for  ensuring  that  the  belongings  of  tenants  are  free  from 
vermin  before  removal  to  Council  houses. 

Tlic  wor,k  of  disinfesting  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authorit\^ 
and  by  contractors  under  the  supervision  of  the  Local  Authority’s 
officers. 
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13.  Offensive  Trades. 

Six  Marine  Stores  are  registered  in  the  Borough  nndei^  the  Public 
Health  (Ainendinent)  Act,  1907,  and  of  these  only  tu'o  are  registered 
as  offensive  trades  under  the  Public  Health  x^Vct,  1936,  l>y  virtue  of 
dealing  in  both  rags  and  bones. 

The  premises  in  each  case  have  been  kept  in  a  satisfactory 
condition,  but  in  one  instance  it  was  found  necessary  to  caution  the 
proprietor  of  an  establishment  who  caused  some  nuisance  of  a 
temporary  nature  by  burning  unwanted  rubber  tyres. 

14.  Fish  Fryers. 

Twent3"-three  Fish  Fryers  are  registered  under  Section  14  of  the 
P'ood  and  Drugs  Act. 

Periodic  inspection  of  these  premises  has  been  carried  out  and 
without  exception  a  high  standard  has  1)een  maintained.

i\j.r.  ]\Ia\’or,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  mnch  pleasure  in  presenting'  the  following  report  detailing 
tlie  duties  carried  out  In"  the  vSanitary  staff  during  1948. 

Considerable  attention  has  l)een  given  to  the  sanitary"  conditions 
of  catering  establishments,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  record  the  helpful 
co-operation  of  those  concerned  in  carrying  out  any  improvements 
required,  and  I  coiivSider  the  distribution  of  plaques,  etc.,  issued  under 
the  hygiene  scheme  of  the  British  Tourist  and  Holiday  Board  has 
l'>een  of  con.siderable  assistance. 

The  results  of  the  provisional  grading  by-  the  methylene  blue 
test  of  ice  cream  has  not  l>een  altogether  teatisfactony,  and  some 
modification  would  appear  necessaryr 

I  am  still  of  the  opinion  that  enforcement  of  a  pre'packed  article 
would  go  a  long  way^  to  improve  the  safety  of  this  commoditv.  During 
the  year  an  up-to-date  facto’^y  for  the  production  of  ice  cream  on  a 
wholesale  scale  commenced  operating  in  the  Borough.  IMuch  of  the 
]')roduct  from  this  establishment  is  sold  pre-packed  and  it  is  considered 
that  this  is  one  more  step  towards  the  ideal. 

The  two  Ministry^  of  Food  slaughterhouses  which  supply  meat  to 
the  Thanet  towns  have  kept  the  staff  l)usy,  especially  during  the 
lioliday-  season,  and  to  effectually-  carry  out  the  many  important  duties, 
an  adequate  staff  is  necessary. 

I  desire  to  record  my"  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  assistance  and  to  acknowledge 
my  appreciation  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  staff  of  the 
Department  tor  their  loyal  co-operation  and  efficient  work  during 
the  year.

DISINFESTATION  OF  PERSONS  AND  CLOTHING. 

Two  baths  are  available  at  the  Disinfecting  and  Cleansing  Station, 
broad  Street,  for  the  use  of  verminous  persons  and  patients  suffering 
from  scabies.  As  each  person  passed  through  the  bathroom,  their 
clothing  and  bedding,  etc.,  was  fumigated  in  the  disinfecting  plant 
adjoining. 

DISINFECTION  AND  VERMINOUS  PREMISES. 

One  hundred  and  fifteen  rooms  ^vere  disinfected  after  infectious 
diseases  or  on  request. 

Two  hundred  and  eighty  sets  of  bedding  were  fumigated  in  the 
steam  disinfector  after  infectious  diseases,  or  because*  of  vermin  or 
other  causes. 

As  in  previous  years,  numerous  requests  from  householders  for 
:issistance  in  dealing  with  various  classes  of  insects,  i.e.  bugs,  wasps, 
ants,  ffeas,  flies  and  beetles,  were  received  and  advice  given  regarding 
tlie  use  of  various  types  of  insecticides,  either  as  a  liquid,  powder  or 
as  fumigators. 

Any  verminous  bedding,  clothing^  etc.,  was  fumigated  in  the 
steam  disinfector.

RODENT  CONTROL. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act,  1919  (Infestation  Order,  1943). 

Tile  methods  of  extermination  employed  are  those  recommended 
by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  Infestation  Division,  and 
the  Council  receive  50  per  cent  of  expenditure  incurred  subject  to 
compliance  with  certain  conditions. 

The  (luarterly  meetings  of  the  Workalfle  Area  Committee  were 
attended  at  which  representatives  from  Local  Authorities  in 
Kynt  discussed  problems  concerning  rodent  control,

l\vo  sewer  maintenance  treatments  were  carried  out  by  the 
Rodent  Operators  to  the  public  sewers  and  it  is  estimated  that  3,923 
rats  were  destroyed. 

Various  properties  under  the  control  of  the  Local  Authority, 
including  the  Royal  Harbour,  Refuse  Destructor,  Allotments,  etc., 
were  treated  with  satisfactory  results.

During  the  year  230  visits  were  made  and  appreciable  ])rogress 
has  been  made  in  improving  the  structural  and  hygienic  standard  of 
these  premises,  several  of  the  cafes  and  restaurant  kitchens  having 
iieen  reconstructed. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  vSenior  Sanitary  Inspector 
.submitted  a  joint  report  to  the  Council  on  the  food  premises  controlled 
by  the  Council  and  dealt  with  the  existence  and/or  adequacy  of  the 
following  essentials  for  such  premises  :  — 

Water  supply,  drainage,  food  storage. 

Washing  facilities  for  utensils  and  staff, 
fsanitary  accommodation,  structure. 

I  wish  to  pay  tribute  to  the  helpful  co-operation  given  by  tlie 
Food  Control  Executive  Officer  to  this  Department,  ensuring  every 
applicant  for  a  licence  becoming  aware  of  the  requirements  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  Public  Health  and  Sho]:)s  Acts,  before  premises 
are  licensed. 

Food  inspection,  and  the  inspection  of  food  premises,  has  been 
called  the  silent  service.  It  is  a  service  not  generally  appreciated 
because  the  more  efficient  the  work  is  done,  the  less  goes  wrong.
